The Elba City Council held a 
brief but informing. meeting 
Monday évening, June 23, dur- 
ing. the regularly scheduled 
council meeting. 

All councilmen were present 
upon roll call. 

In his report to the council, 
Elba Police Chief - Freddy 
Hanchey said the police depart- 
ment has been experiencing 


- routine activity, but things have 


seemed to slow down. 

He also advised the council 
members that the two newest 
patrol. vehicles have — been 
equipped and striped with the 
new city decal, One other vehi- 
cle is waiting on equipment 
from S & P Communications in 
Opp and should be able to be 
“on ‘the road” next week,,. ac- 
cording to Chief Hanchey. 

Following, the chief’s report, 
Mayor James Grimes officially 
announced: the upcoming mu- 
nicipal election ‘for all council 
seats, as well as, the office of 
Mayor. According to Mayor 
Grimes, qualifying for the elec- 
tion will open on Tuesday, July 
|, and will close on’ Tuesday, 
July 15. The election itself will 
be held Tuesday, Aug. 26. 

Mayor Grimes then recog- 
nized City Clerk Wayne 
Grantham, Who gave an update 
onthe Marilyn Street: Sewer 
project. According to 
Grantham, all houses running 
off of gravity flow are now 
hooked up on city sewage. 

The city is now working to 
accommodate for electrical 
service. Grantham said there is - 
only one. house waiting on 
hookup to electricity, and then 
the\city can. install the small lift 
stations needed for the service. 


In other business, Mayor 
Grimes said last week Bill 
Hodge, city shop supervisor, 
and Wesley DeVane, trans- 
portation supervisor for Elba 
City Schools, attended a semi- 
nar on biodiesel fuel. 

Grimes said discussions have 
been taking place. on the possi- 
bility of the city partnering with 
Elba City Schools and in- 
stalling a-biodiesél production 
facility in town. The approxi- 
mate. cost of the project would 
be $15,000-$20,000. 

Grimes: said the biodiesel 
fuel consists of 20 percent 
cooking oil and 80 percent pe- 
troleum products and would 
save a tremendous amount of 
money for both the school and 
the city. The mayor added that 
the City of. Daphne ‘produces 
and uses biodiesel fuel in place 
of diesel fuel, and officials 
there say not only is it a way to 
cut down on fuel costs but it 
also helps with the sewer sys- 
tem. 

Grimes said this is largely in 
part that there would be less 
grease being poured down the 
drains of residential and com- 
mercial buildings. He said jugs 
for grease could be issued to 
businesses and residents and 
then turned in at specified 
dropoff points for use by the 
city and the school. 

Grimes did add that the only 
negative is the fact» that 
biodiesel does. not have a long 
shelf life. Once: produced,. it 
must then be used. 


Mayor Grimes said this is not . 


something ready to be pre- 
sented at this time, but itis 
something that-is.being looked 
into in an effort’ to cut. fuel 
costs. 

‘Discussion’ on. this. matter 


continued. with: a couple of 
questions from members of the 
council, 

Councilman .Harold Spicer 
asked the mayor if the grease 
could sit up until, fuel .was 
needed. .Mayor, Grimes’ re- 
sponded by saying that’ while 
the finished product has a short 
shelf life, the grease could in- 
deed sit up until , another 
“batch” was needed. 

Councilman. Mike McKee, 
asked the Mayor if any changes 
would need to be made to any 
diesel vehicles’ to’ make \the 
change to biodiesel, Mayor 
Grimes said no changes would 


be necessary and ‘also’ said. 


diesel fuel and biodiesel could 
be interchanged, 

Grimes continued by. saying 
that Daphne does not use the 
biodiesel during the Winter 
months. He said they use diesel 
during those months. 

Also, in other business, the 
Mayor said information is 
being gathered on a possible 4- 
day work week for some. city 
offices. He said some cities and 
even some ‘Coffee County of- 
fices have switched to a 4-day 
work week. 

Grimes said this is another 
thing that was not ready to be 
recommended for the council's 
approval, but costs are being 
looked into to determine if the 


switch: would. be justified.. 


Mayor! Grimes did say it is 
something for members of the 
council to think about, and they 
will revisit the possibility in an- 
other 3-4 weeks. 

Mayor Grimes also informed 
council members that the two 
new mowers for use on cutting 
the levee are in and should be 
seen-in use within the next’ two 
weeks.

Coffee County Commission votes to remove 
retirement cap for Revenue Commissioner

Coffee County “Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns 
appeared before commissioners 
Mong iy, June 23, during the 
Coffee County Commission 
meetiiig, to ask thém to vote to 


- remove the cap on-his retire- 


ment pay as’ a supernumerary 
official. 

Burns said he is: the only 
county official that has:a cap on 
his retirement benefit (as hé is 
the Jat remaining supernumer- 


ary official. in the county). He 


said the state legislature raised 
the minimum salary level for 
revenue commissioners in 2000. 
to $57,500 but left the cap on 
the - retirement benefit . at 
$49,500. , 

According to Burns, the leg- 
islature “later tealized | they 
failed to'remove the retirement 
cap. and in 2006 passed Bill 
2006-108 ‘addressing’ tax Col- 
lectors, license collectors, rey- 
enue © .commissioners ° and 
‘license commissioners. He said 
the bill gave each county the 
privilége to do away with the 
retirement, cap for these offi- 
cials, 

Burns told commissioners his 


request is not for himself, but ., 


instead, an effort to look out 
after his family, 

Burns said Bill 2006-108 in- 
dicates his retirement benefit 
cannot exceed 75 percent of his 


salary average for the last four” 


years he holds the office. 
Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks made a motion to re- 
move the retirement cap, He re- 
ceived. a “second from 


‘Commissioner Jim Thompson, 


and the motion passed by a 6-1 
vote. Commissioner Doug Dal- 
rymple cast'the lone opposing 
yote.

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting ». held 
Monday, June 23, District Two 
Commissioner J.L, Weeks offi- 
cially announcéd he will con- 
tinue to seek re-election to the 
Coffee County: Commission de- 
spite his defeat in the June 3" 
Republican Primary. 

Weeks said the past three 
years and eight months have 
been most enjoyable for him 
serving as commissioner for 
District Two. He said he lost the 
Primary Election by 49 votes 
but believes a “terrible rain and 
lightning storm that day” may 
have been a contributing factor. 

Sinee the election, Weeks 
said he has had several citizens 
approach him to ask him to 
continue with his campaign. 
Therefore, on Monday, Weeks 
said he has committed himself 
to rum as a write-in candidate 
(Coffee County Commission, 
Distrigt Two) for the November 


Commissioner J.L. Weeks 


Weeks said this will be extra 
work onthe voters having to 
write-in his name on the ballot, 
but he said he would like to 
continue to be the representa- 
tive for District Two on the 
Coffee County Commission. 

Weeks was defeated in the 
June 3" Republican Primary by 
Kim Ellis. Ellis will have no 
Democratic opposition in the 
General Election,

The sheriff said he will come 
back with more detail for com- 
missioners. at.a later, date re- 
garding this matter. 

Chief Deputy. R.W.. Whit- 
worth presented monthly statis- 
tics to.commissioners for the 
sheriff's department. He* also 
informed them of:aiproblemi the, 
department: is having* with 
ATVs on the highways. 

“People think because: they : 
have four wheels they can ride 
them on the road, but they are 
not DOT (Department of Trans- 
portation) dpproved;” said 
Whitworth. “There are numer- ~ 
ous tickets that-can be issued 
for operating ATVs on the high- 
Ways.’ 

He added thatATVs are not 
even supposed to be: on, the 
right-of-way of roads,

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‘Auburn professor offers advice for 
Staying safe in the summer heat 


Looking fot ways to stay cool 
this summer? With tempera- 
tures rising, it is not only im- 
portant to stay - cool - for 
comfort's sake; but also’ for 
safety's sake, 

Auburn University professor 
David Pascoe, who studies 
human thermoregulation as-a 
distinguished professor of exer- 
ofse physiology in the Depart- 
ment of Kitesiology, notes that 
human bodies are regulated to 
precisely maintain a core body 
temperature of 98.6, degrees 
Fahrenheit, regardless of inside 
or outside temperatures or con- 
ditions. A few degrees alter- 
ation in body temperature can 
greatly affect humans and place 
them at risk, 

“Every day, we are faced 
with a variety of factors that 
have the potential to increase 
our body temperature,” he said, 

These. factors include thermal 
stress from the environment, as 
well as heat production by ex- 
ercise and other routine activi- 
ties. To counter. these heat 
gains, the body. must rely on 
several methods of: heat-logs 
such as surface contact (con- 
‘duction), movément of air. or 
water (convection), heat waves 
(radiation), ‘or evaporation ‘of 
sweat, the method.by which we 


- lose:most of our heat. 


So,- what. can be done: to 
maintain a‘safe coré body tem- 
perature?” 

Pascoe recommends wearing 
breathable, light-weight, loose- 
fitting clothing that: is con- 
ducive to: the: evaporative: 
process by which moisture is 
removed from the skin, He also 
Suggests avoiding the use*of 
fabric softeners when caring for 
hot-climate clothing: 


“Fabric softeners ‘leave ‘a 
residue on.the fabric that re- . 


duces the ability to.absorb and 
transport the moisture;’ Pascoe 
Said. 

In addition, literature’ does 


not. support the notion that § 
- wearing light colored clothing — 
will keep you cooler than dark 


colored clothing. Although dark 
colors absorb more heat and re- 
sult in a higher surface temper- 
ature, a warmer fabric:surface) 
can actually reduce the transfer 
of heat through clothing. . 
Ii It is also important to stay hy- 
ated during the extreme heat. 
 “As) littlé as '2-percent dehy- 
dration ean influence: motor 
skills and performance,” Pascoe 


said. “Individuals ‘who aré de- : 


hydrated are also'more prone to 
temperature increases, and heat- 
related problems.” 

Humans, though, are very 
poorly designed... to. handle 
thirst. 

“We. have’ -already: become 


thirsty,” Pascoe said. 

And although water is an ex- 
cellent way to hydrate oneself, 
Pascoe does not discriminate 
among which fluid is most ef- 
fective. 

“Water, sports drinks, and 


even caffeinated beverages are . 


all effective ways to stay hy- 
drated,” according to Pascoe. 
“The key is to make sure you 
are consuming fluids.” 

One way to’stay hydrated is 
by matching fluids lost through 
sweat to one’s fluid intake, ‘ac- 
cording to Pascoe. 

“It is important to realize 
what kind of sweater you are,”

location. Because of this, he 
said bodies are not accustomed 
to heavy heat loads. 

Pascoe warns that the first 
three days of extreme heat ex- 
posure pose the most risk to the 
body. During. this: time, - the 
body is adapting to the heat and 
is most vulnerable to injury. 

Heat illness is now. consid- 
ered aS permanent damage to 
one’s body and can become-a 
lifetime problem. 

“Once:you have, had a heat 
incident, your body. is less. ca- 
pable. to handle heat-in, the. fu- 

" ture,” Pascoe said, 

Several signs can, indicate 
that heat has become.a problem’ 
to one’s ‘body. Symptoms: in- 
clude headache, nausea, a‘ dis~” 

oriented: feeling, cessation’ of: 
sweating (one should be sweat- 
ing but is not), and skin that. 
feels hot to the touch: Individu- 
als with these symptoms should 
heed the warning and seek shel- 
ter and medical attention,

Last year, as in years past, your tap water met all U. S. Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) and the Alabama Department of Environmental Management (ADEM) drinking water health standards. 
Your local water officials vigilantly safeguard its water supplies and once again we are proud to report that our system has not violated a maximum contaminant level or any other water quality standards, 
We're pleased to present to you this year’s Annual Drinking Water Quality Report. This reportis designed to inform you about the quality water and services we deliver to you every day. Out constant goal 
is to provide you with a safe and dependable supply of drinking water. We want you to understand the efforts we make to continually improve the water treatment process and protect our water resources. 
We are committed to ensuring the quality of your water. Our water sources are three groundwater wells. The water we supply comes from the Clayton Aquifer. The Jack Water System also purchases water 
from the Pike County Water Authority. The Pike County Water Authority utilizes groundwater taken from the Ripley Aquifer and the Tuscaloosa Aquifer, The water we provide to our customers requires no 
specialized treatment, However, chlorine is added to the water for disinfection purposes. This insures the quality of water throughout our distribution system. 

The Jack Water System routinely completes a water storage facility inspection plan, and utilizes a Bacteriological Monitoring Plan and a Cross Connection Policy is in place to insuré good safe drinking 
water for our customers We have completed a Source Water Assessment Plan which is available at our office for review. This report provides information about potential: sources of contamination and is 
set up to help protect our source,
